Joseph Milham ano
otbetA Mr. Howard, who to a most enthu-
siastio horse-lover, Palnts a very pleasant
picture of the benefits to be derived from
aneb a school. .

“I've been stending around your streets
here e good deal since 1 oame,” he said to
Tne Mew% ““and i find tbfttsyeu have Elenty
of good horses. On pleasant days | obssrve
that your voung Indies ara out bv hundreds
driving alLo it "inf bailies_and cdmages.
Even € eyour'l? men drive instead of Fide
horseback. Now there's not a young
woman who drives but would gsf more
benefit and more nleasure. apd would look
handsomer riding a well-kept horse. The
trouble is they ao not know how to ride,'
and the same thing to true of the meu.
Wherever riding has taken hold and heeu
started right it has become permanently
popular.

“My ideals to pattern ariding school here
after those which have proven most suooess-
ful in other oitieA Not a grrat deal of
money to needed, and to raise what to neo-
essary, | vranld form a stock oompanv.

With the
money we would buy a lot in & most respect-
able part of the oity, end on it ereot a oiub-
bouee, ridihg-school aod stables. In the
oltth-houee we would have parlors, waiting-

rooms, dressing _ rooms, eto., and
a Inneh-room. = The members of the
Bohooi  would have their horsM,

harness, saddles, carriages and other para-
herualia taken care of in the stables by
raiaed grooms, and taken care of in a
manner that would be a revelation to In-
dianapolitauA We would keep on hand ft
doMn or BO of school horses for the pupils
to learn on, and would make the plooe per-
feetlr safe aod respectable so that motnen
could bring their boys and giris to have
them take leseons, or so that ladies eould
come atone for their lessons.  The idea is
to moke tbe place the center of interest to
riders, and to elevate aod eneourige the
heaitbfol and invigorating pastime of hone-
bsek-riding.” _

Mr. Howard says the profits to tbe sfock-
holdera would oe_sueh as to make the in-
vestment very desirablej*nrely from a bus-
iness point ‘of view.

The startUng growth of thk branch of
sfrieultar* k doe to improvemeate in
barvwting mcthodi. Bsretofors the ferm-
e» hav* wtonted their peas by hand,
and have enltivoted toem carefully in
row* like com. When the harvest tirao
oame plckors were employed to go through
tee fieldsand pall off by hand cadh pod.
Then came the laborious task of hni™g,

Souetiiae the hulUng waa done by the
growers, bat oftener at tee oanning foe-
tnrv, where large numbers of boys and
gtrk were eagagm to do the work.

B)(]an inventiiMi of the lest year tee labor
of the picken and the buUers k dunensed
with. Aa Eastern man has invented a pea-
bulier which does the work os oomplesely
as the wheat threshed and upon the tame
plan. The investor doee not sell hk ma-
chmea He rents them to eanners over
tee country, and, it may be remarked here
that he doesn’t charge a modereto price for
his macbinfe The Van Camp Packing Com:-
pany, of this eity, early teiaigknng bronght
one of tee maohuiee here, and, satis
fied that it was a tneeeat, induced

The price paid thk
years by tee canning factories k SO ceate
per bueael hulled, h~gbteen pounds of
nulled peas usually make a bushel. When
tee huiler was first itertod there waa
m0Bie diAouty in getting at aseaauremeat.
Buyers had elwave been meeaanng in
the pod, and thirty pounds of anhulled
peas had been fixra osa bushel. It was
agreed that when eaeh load of vines end,
hulls should be brought np to the halter,
one bushel of unhuued pees should be
hulled, and that the weight of that bnshel
of hulled peas should constitate the
standard for the entire load. Under this
arrangement between the growers aud the
oanning _factories the former have nothin
to do with the pea* after thev are mowe
and hauled to tee huiler. In other words,
tee canneries ﬁa 90 eents per bubal
Uvered to the halter.

Of course there k some obleetion to this
new invention on account of its labor-sav-
ing. Heretofore, at thk season of tee vear,

the peagrowers end the canneries hav*
employed hundreds of men and women,

hO}/S And girts to pick and hull the
vegetable. Hew three or foOr men ean do

tee work of one hsuidred er more.

Farmers expect the new invention to re-
doM the' pnee of pees considerably, but
they believe teat the prioe will still re-
main high enough to make the bntiness
profitable. It k possible for pee raisers to
uther two crops offef the tune ground
in one year. Pea harvest is usually
over by June iO, and late potatoes, or even
qaiek-~wing oora may be plaut”™ and a
very good crop harvested in ease Jaek
Frost does aot make hk first fall visit too
early. Some of the fermen South of the
eity have as many os 900 acres in peu this
year, and many enltivated from twenty-five
to fifty acres. If the eanceries promise a
good demand thy acreage next year will be
enormons.

Notes were ~ven for ths plant, and on
the morning of their maturity Hannnm dis-
appeared, and although a half oentury has
elapsed Mr. Grubbs has never beard ofhim to
